A young man who was 
dangerously near to becoming a Romanist, being already under instruction of 
the } riest, has testified that one of my lectures caused him to turn his back upon 
the koman Church. He is now a faithful Protestant: Another man, still a 
Roman Catholic, has confessed to me that my messages are giving him sub- 
stantial food for serious meditation on the truth of evangelical Christianity. A 
girl, 21 years of age, born and raised a Roman Catholic, has experienced a won- 
deri] conversion, and she prayed with me after the service with tears of joy. 

in the 11th of May we had the pleasure of listening to a forceful message 
of the ex-priest, Rev. E. Urban Lewis, who gave the history of his conversion 
and : testimony of how greatly he was helped spiritually and financially by the 
Mission through the help sent thus far in answer to the appeal made for these 
priests. We are now making an effort to secure a place for him in the mission- 
ary tld. We are also daily bringing to the throne of grace our appeal for the 
other priests, who have come or written to us, so that God may impress our 


teaders and friends regarding the wonderful opportunity presented to help these 


men '» become useful in His Kingdom and service. It is clear to us that some 
of tl 


n will have to pass through some Biblical course in Protestant institutions. 
To di. this, however, it will require a considerable sum. In a recent issue of “The 
Missionary,” a Roman Catholic periodical sent to me, I have read that very gen- 
crous assistance is given to Protestant ministers and their families by the Catho- 
lic Church when they apply for help and express a desire to become Roman 
Cathics. If the children of darkness are ready to help these darkened minds 
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who turn to them, shall the children of light refuse to extend a generous hi 
to these priests who, for conscience’ sake, leave honors and financial positi 
to embrace the true faith of the Gospel? 

On the 17th of May the congregation of Christ’s Mission was deligl 
by the stirring message of the Rev. Angelo Di Domenica, of the Ita 
Baptist Church of Philadelphia. Rev. Di Domenica is himself a converte 
Catholic, as are also his parents and brothers. He spoke on “The Missiot 
Adventures of a New American.” This “New American” he referred to is 
brother, Vincenzo, who, after having come to America and here found 
free and full salvation in Jesus Christ, went back to his native town, Scl 
d’Abruzzo, Italy, and there, in the face of the fierce opposition of the priest 
people, established an evangelical church, with numerous converts, so that 
a much larger church is needed, and Rev. Di Domenica is lecturing in var 
churches for the purpose of raising funds to help to this end. Our people sho. 

a remarkable interest in the wonderful testimony of Rev. Di Domenica and | 
tributed liberally in answer to his appeal. The Book of Acts and the Boo! 
Martyrs are, in my opinion, not yet closed. Those who are born and raise 
Protestants can never know the dangers and persecutions to which conVerts from 
Rome are subjected in countries dominated by the priest. We plan to pul lish 
the story of this heroic little Italian church in one of our next issues. 


The superintendent did not limit his work at the Mission, but gave 66 
lectures during the period of four months to outside churches in New York and 
vicinity. During these meetings the work of Christ’s Mission has been miade 
known and the interest of some persons revived. 

Space forbids speaking further about the conversions in which God has 
been pleased to use these lectures as a channel for speaking to the hearts of many 
precious souls. During these lectures the message has been preached to no less 
than 14,000 persons, and who can tell all the unspeakable working power o: the 
Spirit and the results that shall be manifested in a stronger religious and civic 
consciousness and in the upbuilding of our Christian and American liberties ’ 

The efficiency of our work could be greatly enhanced if we were free ‘rom 
financial worries. Perhaps some of our friends have forgotten that a very 
heavy mortgage rests upon our building and that the yearly interest on the 1 iort- 
gage must be paid promptly and drains our resources very materially. We me ition 
this matter now because only recently a very dear friend of the work sent us 2 
donation toward the reduction of the mortgage and urged us to remind our 
readers of the pity it is that the interest we are paying on the mortgage c: nnot 
be used in meeting the current expenses of the Mission. 


Our friends know that we have to meet strong opposition, calumnie: and 
persecution on the part of the enemy. This can be gathered from what is -tated 
in another section of this issue. Let us become united in God and for Go: , for 
this is His work.

THE TRUE CHURCH OF CHRIST 


“Christ . . . loved the Church, and gave Himself for it, that He might pre- 
sent it to Himself a glorious Church, not having spot or wrinkle, but that it 
should be holy and without blemish.”—Eph., v, 25-27. 


The true and glorious Church of Christ is not the Roman Church, or any 
other visible organization. The vain glory, the assumed authority, the worldly 
spectacles of Rome are a false and deceiving lustre. They are not the glory 
and authority of Christ. 

Imposing Functions 


I have been present at many elaborate functions in St. Peter’s at Rome, 
and it was therefore easy for me to mentally picture to myself all the extrava- 
gant things, done at the last public Consistory in the final act of the elevation 
of the two American prelates to the membership of the Sacred College. 

The ceremony performed in the right transept of St. Peter’s was carried 
out with all the pomp and pageantry of the Roman Church. 

It was truly not an American or Christian day, but a Roman, Papal or 
pagan day. 

The crowd assembled at an early hour. <A steady stream of people poured 
in the magrfificent edifice; a curious mixture of people—Catholics, Protestants, 
infidels, unbelievers, pagans. 

Tribunes had been erected on the opposite side of the transept. On the 
left sat the entire diplomatic corps to the so-called Holy See—all the ambassa- 
dors, including those from Protestant England, heathen Japan, Mohammedan 
Turkey, Buddhist China, and on the right hand the reigning Princes of the 
Roman aristocracy. The space between was occupied by the populace, a word 
that no self-respecting American would substitute for the people. 


The Pope Approaches 


At the appointed hour the sound of silvery trumpets and the singing of 
“Ecce Sacerdos Magnus!” (Behold the High Priest!) gave notice of the ap- 
proach of the Papal procession. I have heard these words sung for the Pope, 
Bishops and even Roman priests, applying blasphemously the uncommunicable 
character of Christ in heavenly places to creatures of clay. 

Emerging from the Chapel of the Sacrament the choir moved slowly down 
the aisle of the great basilica, followed by numerous prelates in purple and white. 


After these came the Cardinals, their rich gowns swaying rhythmically with their 
stride. Behind the Cardinals, raised and carried on the Sedia Gestatoria, similar 
to that of the ancient Pharaohs, and surrounded by the members of the Papal 
Court and prelates carrying enormous ostrich feathers, as they did in Cleopatra’s 
time, the flabelli, came the Holy Pope, arrayed in gorgeous costume of a rich 
scarlet cape, and wearing the famous tiara of golden work; Swiss guards, noble

guards in their medieval costumes, served as bodyguard. There were wild 
applauses and acclamations of “Long live the Pope, our King!” 


The Romans are used to these fanatical outbreaks and the real King of Italy 
is not therefore disturbed. 


The procession moved down the aisle and entered the transept. The Car- 
als ranged themselves in a semi-circle according to their rank, and then came 
Pope. He descended from the Sedia Gestatoria and took his place upon a 
one especially erected in front of the altar, and beneath a rich canopy of red 
vet, embroidered with gold. All eyes are set upon him as he sits on the throne, 
ounded by his brilliantly costumed escort. Behold, grouped around the 
e’s throne, the Papal Court, forming a colorful array. Behold priests in 
k, prelates in violet, monks in brown. See the Swiss guards in blue, red and 
ww uniforms, with red feathers in their helmets, the noble guards with 
vn swords and shining helmets. Behold the papal gendarmes in black boots, 
e breeches, blue tunics and gigantic bearskin busbies on their heads; secret 
mberlains and knights of cape and sword laden with decorations and looking 
polished courtiers of Queen Elizabeth’s time. Behold the diplomatic corps 
edited to the Vatican, wearing every conceivable colorful uniform; Knights 
Malta, with their white cloaks—all blended in one worldly dazzling beauty, 
ist to take one’s breath. All in all a real American day! I wonder how 
y thought of the lowly Nazarene! I wonder how many in that lane of 
anity prayed and worshiped the Heavenly Father! 


Abjection of the American Cardinals 

During this dazzling display of worldly pomp the two American Car- 
ls were waiting in the Chapel of Saint Petronilla, where they had 
n the oath: “To try in every way to assert, uphold, preserve, increase 
promote the rights, even temporal, especially those of the civil prin- 
lity . . . of the Holy Roman Church of Our Lord the Pope.” 

Between two Cardinal deacons they were escorted in solemn procession to 
Papal throne. There I see their abasement as few in America can ever be 
to imagine, for I have been personally present at the same function when 
friend Maffi was made Cardinal. Bowing thrice to their Lord, each then 
ormed the ceremony of adoration by kissing the fisherman’s ring, which 
real fisherman has ever worn, the toe and the cheek of the Pope. 

“There, prostrated, I felt to be in my right place,” said, in true American 


ion, Cardinal Hayes. “The moment had arrived for the most of the Amer- 
function,” said the newspapers. 


Hayes and Mundelein, escorted again, each in turn approach the Papal 
ne again, kissing again the Papal slipper, and genuflecting again. 

Still kneeling before a man, and completely hidden with the cappa magna, 
eet long, drawn over their head, they receive the red hat. The Pope descends 
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from the throne to take his seat in the Sedia Gestatoria, the procession is 
reformed—and the passing show is ended. 


A Christian Appreciation 


Friends and brethren! I respectfully submit that this theatrical spectacle, 
this worldly show, this circus parade, this repetition of pagan adoration and 
rites to a man, this medieval pomp, this kissing of the Papal slippers, these 
protestations—this abasement of two American citizens--have nothing in com- 
mon with Christianity or with true Americanism. 

These things remind one of Cesar Augustus, or of the Kalif, the religic 
head of Islamism, or of some High Lama of India. 

“It may be,” writes the great historian, G. Ferrero, “that there is soi 
thing Oriental in this magnificence. It was an Assyrian king, rather than 
father of all the faithful, that one seemed to see.” 

And I say to-day, without fear of being successfully contradicted, that 
this evidence of paganism proves, more than many books and lectures could 
that the religion of Rome is not the religion of the Gospel, that the Church of 
Rome is not the Church of Jesus Christ. 

My judgment is far from being harsh, for the Cardinals Hayes and Mun 
lein have admitted by the very words of their oath that it is the Church of t/ 
Lord, the Pope. 

Having shown what the true Church of Christ is not, my task is alre: 
half done. 

The form of the Roman Church and its impressive ritual is a poor th 
alongside of a heart-loving God, and filled with His glory. When we poss 
God we can go along quite comfortably without any frills, thrills and por 
of an ancient and moth-eaten ecclesiasticism. 

And I am calling to-day on any fair-minded Roman Catholic to read 
Gospel and find therein the signs, the characteristics, the evidences of the true

’ brethren, brethren! This is a sublime doctrine, a divine reality, a spirit- 
tity, which eyes cannot see, neither theologians can fathom, but only the

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Invisible members of the invisible Christ, I know that I belong to you, as 
I and you belong to Christ! 

But who can say that in that lane of humanity, in that heterogeneous mass 
of people at the Vatican function was the pure, blessed body of Christ, when 
everything there spoke of the world and was saturated with the atmosphere of 
the world? 

The Church is the bride of Christ: a truly divine mystery. To become the 
bride of Christ the Church must be “without spot or wrinkle, or any such thing, 
but holy and without blemish” (Eph. v, 27). 


Ministry of Christ’s Church as Contrasted with the Hierarchy 


Ministry in the Church is a gift from the ascended Lord to His Body on 
earth. “And God hath set some in the Church, apostles, prophets, teachers; 
after that, miracles; then gifts of healings, helps . . .” (1 Cor. xii, 28). 

In vain you seek in this enumeration, made by Paul of Church offices and 
ministry, that God hath set in His Church Cardinals, princes, Popes, counts, am- 
bassadors, knights, etc. 

There is a vast difference between Christian ministry and Roman pricst- 
hood, between spiritual offices and ecclesiastical hierarchy. 

Priesthood on earth tends to keep the old pagan notion that man is at a 
certain distance from God. Ministry, instead, is a living witness that God has 
entered into communion with man. 

In the Church of Christ there is no separate class of priest; all the true 
members of Christ are spiritual priests. “Ye also, as lively stones, are built up 
a spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable 
to God in Christ” (1 Pet. 1i, 5). 

The attempt to set up a class of priests in the Church, who shall have rule 
and authority over their brethren, is repudiated and rebuked by the significant 
passage in Hebrew viii, 4: “For if He were on earth He should not be a priest.” 
Christ never was a priest when He dwelt visibly on earth, and would never fill 
the office of a priest were He still visibly with us. Christ is priest in Heaven 
alone, and alone for those who are represented as seated in heavenly places in 
Him. The moment the Roman Church introduced her priesthood on exrth 
she not only has set aside and lost the priesthood of Christ, but has placed her- 
self on Jewish grounds, under law, outside of grace. In short, priesthood in the 
Church, apart from the common priesthood of all believers, is a senseless blun- 
der and a spiritual crime. The Scriptures emphatically declare that there is no 
hierarchical class of men in the Church. What a blasphemy was the son: in 


St. Peter’s, of Rome, re-echoed in St. Patrick’s, of New York, “Behold the High 
Priest! Ecce Sacerdos Magnus!” 


The common distinction between clergy and laity, growing out of this hier- 


archical idea, has no warrant in the Word of God. The Word of God calls the 
whole Church the clergy of God. 
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“Neither as being lords over God’s heritage, but- being examples to the 
flock” (1 Pet. v, 3). 

The word rendered “heritage” is in the original Greek “kleros,” from which 
we get our word “clergy.” It is a spiritual arrogance that prompts the Pope to 
be called Our Lord, Most Holy Father, the Cardinals to be addressed as Emi- 
nence, the Bishops to be named as Lordship. 


The Church is a Spiritual Building 


lhe Roman Church boasts with pride of her magnificent cathedrals and 
royally decorated churches. She also casts frequently a word of criticism for 
the humble places of Protestant worship. No plausible objection can be offered 
against their monuments of art. But when art takes the place of God, when 
tual suffocates the free expansion of the worshiping soul, when cold mar- 
nd dazzling gold supersede and take the life out of the living stones, when 
intry, altars, light and vestments are used to deceive the people, and to chain 
as slaves to the lordship of men, then we have every reason to object and 
efer for our own place of worship a humble log cabin, where God only speaks

O ROMAN CATHOLICS! READ YOUR OWN BIBLE 


A little while ago I received a letter from a friend who is advanced in 
years and has passed through much tribulation, but has always proved the 
truth of the promise of our Lord: “Behold, I am with you all days, cve 
to the consummation of the world.”—Matthew xxviii, 20. In this k 
he says: 

I am getting used to being alone; in fact, I begin to like it, as I am not alone, for 
God is with me to comfort and to bless. I have much blessed time in prayer with 
Him, when Heaven comes down my soul to greet. I am studying His Word as never 
before; in fact, I just revel in it, It is meat and drink to me. I realize the joy of the 
Lord is my strength. 

One reason why he enjoys the reading of the Scriptures so much is that 
he realizes that they form a Letter to him personally from God, who is to 
him a loving Father. Now, God is no respecter of persons, and the Jiible 
was written just as much for Catholics as for anybody else. Indeed, it is to 
the efforts of men who are called by Protestants “converted” Catholics that 
the world is indebted for the gift of the Bible in the language of “the common 
people”—especially in the English and German languages. Wycliffe and 
Luther were both brought up in the Roman Church, the first being a priest 
and the other an Augustinian monk. And it is a glorious truth—for which 
we cannot be too thankful—that all those passages in the Bible that have to 
do with the relations between God and the individual man are written in 
such plain language that any child with even a parochial school education can 
easily understand the words in which God makes known His love and inter- 
est in him or her, For example, Jesus said: “Suffer the little children. and 
forbid them not to come to me: for the kingdom of heaven is for such” 
(Matthew. xix, 14). Also, “Him that cometh to me, I will not cast out” 
(John vi, 37); “The Son of man hath power on earth to forgive sins” (Mat: 
thew ix, 6); “Come to me, all you that labor, and are burdened, and | will 
refresh you...and you shall find rest unto your souls” (Matthew xi, 
28, 29); “If any one love me, he will keep my word, and my Father will 
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him, and we will come to him, and will make our abode with him” 
n xiv, 23)5 “Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you; not 
1e world giveth do I give unto you. Let not your heart be troubled, 
et it be afraid” (John xiv, 27). 

\nd any Catholic who will carefully read the fourth chapter of the 
el of St. John cannot fail to see the following features in that beau- 
story: 

That Jesus does not consider any sort of sinner “unworthy” of his 
tion and interest. (In this case the woman to whom He spoke was 
ven desirous of salvation or any other good thing from Him, and yet 
et Himself to the task of delivering her from her sins.) 

2. That Jesus plainly says that the salvation that He came to bring 
e world would satisfy all the needs of the heart and of the soul in 
ife (verses 13, 14). It is not the will of our Lord that pious Catholics 
spend their (spiritual) lives in an unending round of confessions and 
neces, and getting, at the hour of death, nothing better than Purgatory.

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In that pronouncement the vitality, virtue and soul of the elaborate 
ceremonial system of the Mosaic religious age expired, although the mate- 
rial corpse of that system did not disappear until the destruction of the 
magnificent Temple made with hands by the army of Titus. It also con- 
tained the abolition of the functions of the human priesthood instituted 
by Moses, and from the day of our Lord’s ascension to this no man has 
had any divine authority to exercise the powers that were then vested in 
the priests of the Jewish hierarchy, or to stand between any man and his 
Maker. There is not one word in the Catholic Bible to show that any 
of the apostles ever performed any act in any way resembling a priestly 
function. Had they done so, the Day of Pentecost would have been the 
time for the display of such powers. But nothing of the kind took place in 
that day, and in none of the epistles are there any directions concerning 
one of the outstanding features of either the teaching or the practise of 
the Roman Church to-day. 


4. It is plain from verses 10 and 14, that the real salvation of Christ— 
“living water,” “water springing up into life everlasting’—is something 
that not only satisfies the soul of him who possesses, but that makes 
him a source of active influence for good to all who are within the sphere 
of his influence. It does not consist in the performance of a continual 
round of religious ceremonies and duties, attendance at mass, performance 
of penance, and saying endless prayers with the assistance of beads. How- 
ever helpful some or all of these things may be, at times, to pious and deyout 
individuals, they do not constitute the religion of Christ. Our Lord used 
the word “MUST” in the 24th verse of the chapter quoted in reference to 
adoring God “in spirit and in truth.”: And no other kind of worship is, or 
can be, acceptable to the Lord God Almighty. 


Dear reader, if much, if not most, of the foregoing is news to you; if 


your “religion” does not satisfy you; if your soul still “thirsts’—even if 
only at times, read once more the texts at the beginning of this effort to 
introduce to you the beauties and the value of the Bible. In it you will find 
words of love and power and wisdom for every conceivable situation in life. 
It is able to make you wise unto salvation, and this without the aid of any 
man or set of men. The Gospel of St. John is perhaps in some ways the 
most direct guide to the salvation of our Lord, because it contains most 
of the Saviour’s own words, and also because it has more words of only 
one syllable than any of the Gospels. This last feature makes it of special 
value to foreign-born Catholics while learning the English language. 
Dear Catholic friend, remember that it is one of the COMMANDS of 
Jesus Christ: “Search the Scriptures, for you think in them to have life 
everlasting: and the same are they that give testimony of me.”—John v, 39.

Perhaps the most conspicuous figure 
i1 the Rome-Rum-Rebel forces now mo- 
bilized for war on the American people 
at large, and the Constitution of the 
United States in particular, is Dr. Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, President of Co- 
lumbia University.

Does he know nothing of Prof. Bar- 
toli, once a Jesuit priest and the editor- 
in-chief of the “Civita’ Cattolica,” the 
official organ of the Vatican, who left 
the Church of Rome, stating the reasons 
for his step in his very interesting 
books, and who at present is a professor 
in a Waldensian institution ? 


Does he know nothing of Prof. Pe- 
rosi, the greatest living genius in sacred 
music, once a priest and director of the 
orchestra of the Vatican and now a free 
citizen in London? Prof. Perosi, before 
he left Italy, called on Premier Musso- 
lini, asking him to try to reform the 
Church of Rome, and a few weeks ago 
the Italian Government decorated Prof. 
Perosi with the cross of St. Maurice 
and Lazarus, the highest order of 
Italian knights. 

Does he know nothing of Prof. Bo- 
naiuti, who occupies the chair of church 
history in the Royal University of 
Rome? 


Does he know nothing of Prof. La- 


banca, an ex-priest, the predecessor of 


Prof. Bonaiuti ? 
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Are these great men renegades: Is 
Cardinal Gasparri a renegade for sup- 
porting Prof. Bonaiuti, who denies the 
dogma of transubstantiation ? 

If Mr. Hayes likes to know more of 
excellent priests who have left the 
Church of Rome, I, personally, can give 
account of about 200, including a good 
many coming from Ireland. 

In reply to the apology which Mr. 
Hayes makes for Leo XIII, I just sub- 
mit a few remarks: 

Did not Leo XIII bless the Austrian 
Socialist Vogelsang? Did he not en- 
courage the social work of the Count 
of Mun in France? Did he not absolve 
of excommunication the Knights of 
Labor in England? Did he not help 
the work of Mermillod and of Decur- 
tins in Switzerland? Did he ever put 
on the Index of the Prohibited Books 
any religious work with a Socialistic 
tendency? Never. Pope Leo XIII be- 
came a neophite of Socialism through 
the insinuation of Archbishop Ireland 
and Cardinal Gibbons, but these senti- 
ments died in an instant. He proved 
once more the infallibility of the Pope. 
His encyclical letter, “Rerum Nova- 
rum,” May 15, 1891, was a complete 
reversal. 

He established the inviolable right of 
private property and advised the capi- 
talists to treat in a more humane way 
the proletarians, who were to be oryan- 
ized under the continuous surveill:nce 
of the clergy.
